Bashford. because the premature na­ 
ture of his appointment precluded an 
opportunity for those candidates who 
wished to wait until the flowers had 
wilted on the late Justice Cassoday's 
grave to present evidence of 
their 
strength with the people. 
lr is felt 
that since he was hustled into office 
in this fashion, it. is not inappro­ 
priate that the voters be given 
a 
chance to select a judge, himself or 
anybody cise. according to the actual 
consensus of public opinion. 
The assertion that Mr. Barnes is 
disqualified by the fact that matter 
on which he passed while a member 
of the railroad rate commission may 
come before the court, is also point­ 
ed to as a dishonest representation, 
the fallacy of which is understood 
by oi.her candidates.
